Wedgwood Rides 


High Wheeler to 


Honor Birthday 


C. H. Wedgwood of Section Center' 


avenue was seventy years old on 
Tuesday, and to celebrate the event 
he got out his old high-wheeled bicy- 
cle and pedaled about the main 
streets of the town. When he stop- 
ped "he attracted large \crowds of 
townspeople 
and school 
children, 


many of the latter having never be- 
fore seen such a vehicle. As he rode 
around -the grammar school grounds 
Wedgwood attracted the attention 
that a circus parade would. 


Tte'bicycle which Wedgwood rode 


has a long history. It is now forty- 
nve_,years-01d, having-been purchas- 
ed in 1881. Wedgwood at that time 
lived in Oakland. Shortly after mas- 
tering the machine Wedgwood enter- 
ed a race in San Francisco a"nd won 
first place by riding a half mile in 
one-minute and 27 seconds. It was 
an exciting and hotly-contested af- 
fair and Wedgwood won by a bare 
10-inch margin, for which he receiv- 
ed a gold medal. 
<- 


In 1882 Wedgwood brought the ma- 


chine to Los Angeles, and organized 
the first'bicycle club in the southern 
city.- The club consisted of eight 
members. Oue of the favorite rides 
of the club was to Santa Monica. 


The old high-wheelers lost their 


popularity in 1889-1890, when the 
"safety" bicycles were introduced. 
When the hew style machines came 
out, Wedgwood took them up, but 
has always kept his first machine as 
a relic. A year or two ago a meet- 
ing of the "Wheelmen of the Past 
Century" was held at the Ambas- 
sador hotel and Wedgwood received 
a great deal of publicity by riding 
his old machine up the driveways to 
the hotel. Another meeting, of the 
society will be held at the same 
place on October 26 of this year, and 
Wedgwood no doubt will repeat the 
performance. 


Wedgwood's old machine was a 
"Harvard," and the front wheel is 
52 inches in height. The rider is a 
tall man and as he rides down the 
street on the machine he overlooks 
all other conveyances. The tires are 
the envy of automobile owners, who 
buy new shoes all around every year.

plants for the entire state. This an- 
alysis shows that electricity gener- 
ated and consumed in the southern 
portion of the state increased 12.33 
per cent for the first six months of 
1926, while the increase in the state 
as a whole was 11.99 per cent. 


Further examination of this report

Cogswell Again Found 


"Sleeping at the Switch" 


Characterizing as "-brazen," the proposal of present mem- 


bers of the board of supervisors to increase their salaries 
from $5,000 to $10,000 through an amendment to the county 
charter, Fred T. Beaty of Montebello, who led the ticket at the 
primaries for supervisor in the first district, declares that the 
present board could not expect any such approval from the peo- 
ple as based upon a record of incompetency and extravagance 
during the past four years. 


"The first district supervisor has for years been delaying 


and blocking the movement to establish seven districts in the 
place of five," says Mr. Beaty, "a movement that has grown out 
of the need for concentration and efficiency in county govern- 
ment. Mr. Cogswell, however, has been driven by this demand 
to introduce a resolution on the board calling for the submitting 
to the people in November of a proposal for seven supervisoral 
districts, but in order to kill the proposal there has been added 
to it the proposal to double the salary of supervisors. - The board 
knows that the people will not favor such an increase, especially 
at this time when the board of supervisors is Seriously under 
scrutiny, because of gross extravagance in connection with the 
building of the hall of justice, and because of the great loss 
through delay in the flood control program. 


"From the very outset of my campaign I have advocated 


that this county be. reformed into seven districts. Long Beach 
citizens are .distinctly in favor of this plan, in order that the 
city shall become largely a district within itself with its own 
supervisor, to protect the interests of its great harbor and bring 
about the building of adequate highways leading into that city. 


"But the recent proposal by the board to attach to the 


redistricting a doubling of supervisor salaries is in my opinion a 
deliberate attempt to kill the redistricting plan. I do not believe 
the people will or should vote for any salary increase at this 
time because of the increasing heavy burdens of taxation." 


COGSWELL AGAIN SLEEPS 


"With public sentiment aroused at the effrontery of the 


members of the board of supervisors to double their own pay, 
is it any wonder," says Mr. Beaty, "that Supervisor Cogswell 
has been frantically trying to explain through the public press 
and otherwise that he had no knowledge that the resolution 
called for a raise in the salaries of the board members of one 
hundred per cent." He undoubtedly is telling the truth, but it 
again verifies the statement which has been made by my sup- 
porters that Mr. Cogswell is often unaware of many important 
actions taken by the board of supervisors. This is but one of

The origin of the word "tweed" 


is disputed: Some say it arose 


from a clerical error for "twin," 
and others that it was given to 
the cloths produced in towns on 
the river Tweed. Whatever th« 
actual derivation, a more or less 
peaceable population plied the 
shuttle on the Tweed at a time 
when the moss troopers were 
plundering on the Border. 


Until early in the nineteenth 


century the native sheep sup- 
plied the bulk of the raw ma- 
terial and even today more sheep 
are reared per acre in the coun- 
ties of Roxburgh and Selkirk 
than anywhere else in the world. 
Nevertheless, the home supply 
by no means meets the demand 
of the Scottish manufacturers, 
who have to buy fine and coarse 
wool from all wool producing 
countries.

Scottish cloths and each one has 
its particular use In "the men's 
wear world; the lamb's wool and 
dark Cheviot coatings for formal 
wear; smart silk adorned Cheviot 
and Saxony suitings for town 
use; rough tweeds for the coun- 
try ; tightly twisted thorn proof 
cloths for sports and soft loose 
comfortable Shetlands for golf- 
ing.

Decision Delayed 
forR^ 


Railroad to Dam 


No decision will, be made at this 


time on the application • of' the Los 
Angeles flood control distiict to build 
a railroad up the canyon of the San 
Gabriel river in. conjunction with the 
proposed flood control dam at the 
Forks. This was the decision of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Jardine, not- 
withstanding the fact that permis- 
sion to build the dam has already 
been given by Secretary Work of 
the Interior department. 


After a conference with Col. W. B. 


Greely, chief of the forestry ser- 
vice, Secretary Jardine decided that 
he would not pass on the application 
for the "low line" railroad until af- 
ter Col. Greeley had submitted a 
plan to both factions in the contro- 
versy which he thought might bo ac- 
ceptable to them. 


If the efforts of Col. Greeley prove 


unsuccessful in settling the contro- 
versy, Secretary Jardine indicated 
that he will hold a hearing some 
time this fall at which both parties 
could again state their case, before 
he makes his decision. At any rate, 
it is thought there is no possibility 
of any dam being started for several 
months at least unless Los Angeles 
should become dissatisfied and de- 
cide to build a high line railroad at 
an almost prohibitive 'cost rather 
than be tied up by the tactics of 
Pasadena.
